the National Irrigation Congress, which 
opened here to 
day. 
An 
international 
aspect was lent to the proceedings by the 
presence of representatives from Mexico 
and France, while the government at 
W ashington was represented by Secre­ 
tary Wilson. The keynote of the present 
congress, as expressed both by Go\^ernor 
Wells, of Utah, In his speech of welcome, 
and President Clark in his response was 
that “the time has come to do things,” 
w'a.s heartily cheered. 


The first resolution introduced favored 
conserving of flood w aters of gréât rivers 
as part of the scheme of irrigation of 
the west received so much favor that 
there seems to be no doubt such action 
will be overwhelmingly favored. 


President Clark in his address reviewed 
progress made In the m atter of irriga­ 
tion and results already achieved. Irriga­ 
tion. he said, opens a new era of pros­ 
perity for sixteen states and territories. 
It provides means for overcoming aridity, 
the great obstacle that has retarded the 
settlem ent of more than one-third of the 
area of the republic. 
The area already 
occupied irrigated is 6,500,000 acres. If the 
next thirty years the government should 
provide reservoirs stifficlent to reclaim 
20,000,000 acres at an expense of $10,000,000 
annually, the land reclaimed will provide 
homes for 12,000,000 to 
15.000,000 
people 
w'hich, with the immense properly neces- 
sarib' created, will constitute 
a 
mag­ 
nificent contribution to the weatlh and 
glor>’ of the nation. - 


A message was read from President 
Roosevelt, In which he said: 
“The pas­ 
sage of the national irrigation law was 
one of the greatest .steps not only in the 
forward progress of states, but of all 
mankind. 
It w’as the beginning of an 
.'tchievement so great we hesitate to pre­ 
dict the outcome, but it was only a be­ 
ginning." He then declared the law must 
bo given effect and cites w hat has been 
done in this direction and w'hat It is pro- 
posetl to do. 
He urged that irrigation 
works must be built for permanence and 
saffety if they arc to last and si>read 
pro.sperity for centuries. 
The president 
di.scussed the subject at great length and 
»aid: “Settlement of the great arid west 
by makei^ of homes Is the central object 
both of the irrigation and of the forest 
policy of the United States.” 


United States Senator Barton, of Kan­ 
sas spoke on “ Irrigation and the Con­ 
servation of W ater for the Prevention of 
Floods.” 


Letters and telegrams of regret were 
read from Senator Chauncey M. Depew 
and others.

SOCIAIilSTS TA1.KED TOO 
MUCH AT PORTO RICO 


Convicted of Anarchistic Con­ 
duct and Sent to Prison for 
Six Months—Attacks on Gov­ 
ernment Must Stop. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, Sept. 15.—Ed- 
uaro Conde and I.ieonidas Guiellott, two 
socialists who spoke in a recent meeting 
of the American Federation of I>abor, 
were tried to day for insulting the Amer­ 
ican flag and threatening the life of Gov­ 
ernor Hunt. 
One of the prisoners was 
accused of advising workmen upon the 
return of Governor H unt Oct. 1 from the 
United States to parade, carry'ing black 
flags and then make demands tipon the 
government. 
If these demands were re­ 
fused, the speaker, added, the alternative 
of killing Governor H unt remained. The 
other orator was said to have declared 
the Amerocan flag was a rag fit only to 
cover raseaUs and <!rlmlnals 


The accused veh#}mently denied the 
charges. They w'ere convicted of anarch­ 
istic conduct and Justice Kople sentenced 
them to six months in prison. Kopel says 
the flag i.s higher than the law and an­ 
archists need never expect any mercy In 
his court. 


The ca.'^e lias established a precedent as 
a Porto Rican official warining that ^at­ 
tacks on the flag and government must 
stop. Americans and loyal Porto Ricans 
are jubilant, while socialists are angry 
at to da.v's decision. The convicted men

26 years old, had recently completed his 
college course and for the flrèt gear’s 
work received the munificent sum of ^46.

Thoroughly benumbed 
with the cold he returned to the house 
and to his supprlse and much to his mor­ 
tification he found the two female mem* 
bers of the household standing by the firc- 
seemlngly Intent on but one thing, to' 
ivatch the movements of the guest. With 
a courage born of desperation *Qur hero, 
after as brief a time for preparation as 
possible, sprung into the bed and pro­ 
ceeded to think of the Innocence mani­ 
fested by some of God's creatures here 
on his footstool, for the ,young women 
were strictly above reproach In charac­ 
ter. 


Mr. McElfresh once went |p fill an ap­ 
pointment near Astoria and foun<^ pres­ 
ent only one woman with a little girl too 
small to be countcd as a hearer. He took 
for his text, “Many are called but few 
are chosen.’* My good sister, we ought 
to be very thankful for thl^ congregation. 
We are better situated than Peter C art­ 
wright who once preached to one man with 
one eye. 


The year following Mr. McElfresh wai^ 
married. They spent the first year of their 
wedded life in a copper shop, a room six­ 
teen feet sijuare, which served the pur­ 
pose of kitchen, dining room, bed room, 
parlor and study. 


Some of the pioneers of those days were 
Parker McNeil and Robert McLaren, na­ 
tives of Scotland, who settled In the vicin­ 
ity of Astoria at an early day. 
In 182 
Mr. aicLaren's mother with tliree sonr 
•ind two daughters followed from Indian:i 
jodrneylng in a cart drawn by o:<c d 
crossing the Illinois river a t the prcicir. 
site of Beardstown, then containiui; otit 
log house occuplcd by an old bachelo 
named Beard. 
They reaUy started ih. 
best school they could, having the 
sions in private liouses three monilis o, 
the year while the principal text booki 
were the testam ent and Noah W ebster’; 
spelling book, Sunday schools were sonj, 
.started and all had the good custom o 
attending and after opening exercisci 
the attendance would be divided into tn o 
classes, the older one studying some from 
the testement and the younger reciting 
from the spelling book. 


The nearest place for grinding was at 
the old horse mill at the H obart settle­ 
ment, fifteen miles away and generally 
a boy would be sent with the corn in an 
ox cart and often would be obliged to 
sit up all night to get his turn at thr 
mill and then he %vould hitch oh his oxen, 
grind his corn and return home. 


Rev. A. M. Daneiy put ih the first 
clocks in the churches on the circuit and 
he also introduced the first organ about 
the use of whicH there had been much 
strife, .so he told them to make him tht 
sole scape goat and would bear all thr. 
L'lame.

O. A. Harvey, an implement dealer to 
day shot and fatally wounded ^ohn Baum- 
berger, a pronrinent baker of this city. 
Harvey and Crews are alleged to have 
been complainants in certain escapade« 
with the wives of Conners and Baum- 
berger. 


At the time the scandal was mad« 
public, after the shooting of Crews by one 
of the alleged outraged husbands. Harvey, 
in order to avoid trouble, was seldom seen 
in public. He told his friends that he did 
not wish to kill Baumberger and would 
do so only as a last resort to save hh 
life. 


M atters went along smoothly with no 
meeting between the two men until to 
day, when Baumberger became intoxi­ 
cated, It is .said, and started for H ar­ 
vey's place of business to “settle the 
grudge.” as he termed it. 


FIRES UPON sHIS FOE. 


Harvej', .seeing that his antagonist had 
evidently come to do him harm, had his 
gun handy, and as Baumberger entered, 
discharged the contents of one barrel into 
his body. 


The men were only fifty feet apart 
when the shooting took place. The weapon 
was loaded with BB shot, T#enty-eight 
of the deadly pellets took effect in Baum- 
berger’s right arm, feide and al>domen. 
He sank to the fioor. 


It is thought that the injured man 
Cannot live, although the best medical 
attention has been provided.

A remarkable growth in the sav­ 
ings deposits in the varibus banking 
institutions of Illinois is shown in 
the recapitulation of the quarterly 
statement of the state banks, made to 
the auditor of public account.s.

Tho last quarterly statment of all 
the state banks of Illinois shows the 
condition of the ninety-seven institu­ 
tions of this character in the state. 
These ninety-seven banks had an ag­ 
gregate of $123,475,387.00 in savings 
deposits, as against $119,721,738.72 
at the time of the next preceding 
quarterly statement, made on May 21 
last. These figures show not oidy a 
decided gain but bring the total sev­ 
eral millions of dollars greater than 
ever before reached.

Six years ago, in February. 1807. a 
recapitulation of the bank reports 
made to the state auditor showed the 
total of sawngs deposits to be only 
$28,193,021.01. Thus, the increase in 
this one item in six .vears falls little 
short of a hundred million dollars.

IN EAia.T DAYS 


J im m ey From ThI» City to Chi* 
eBUo U equlrcd Twentgr-one 
Da»*«—J u d g e B rad w ell’s 
E xperienoe. 


The following intefesting account 
of an overland journey from this city 
to Chicago taken by Judge James 
Bradwell in 1834, recently appeared 
in the columns of the Chicago Tri­ 
bune, together with a two-column 
Half-tone of .the venerable jurist and 
pioneer: 
, 
, ^ 


“Ex-Judge James B. Bradwell is a 
pioneer among tl\e old settlers of 
Cook county. iHe came to the county 
with his parents in Ma>, 1834, from 
Jacksonvile, HI. Though 74 years old 
he keeps in close touch with legal 
questions of the day as s^retary of 
the Chicago Legal Kews company, a 
¿dace he has held since 1864. 


" ‘Our journey from Jacksonville 
was made in a prairie schooner,drawn 
by two horses and two oxen,” said 
Mr. Bradwell yesterday, ‘and Uiough 
we traveled every hour, sleeping in 
the wagon, wo were twenty-one days 
enroute. We settled on the Des^aines 
river near the present site of Wheel­ 
ing. Wolves would howl outside the 
log cabin during the winter.^ Wo had 
hard work to keep from starving. 


“ ‘Once the presiding elder of the 
district came to beg some provisions. 
We hitd none to give him. 
I was^ 
only a small boy, but believed in the 
efficacy of prayer. 
There were two 
prairie chickens on the fence near 
the house. I prayed that I might kill 
both with one shot, promising to give 
the fattest to the minister. The pray­ 
er was answered and the elder was a 
long time picking the fattest bird. 


“ ‘Once a band of drunken Indians 
attempted to break into our cabin. 
My father armed himself with his 
rifle, my mother with a shotgun and I 
had a redhot poker. Just as the door 
gave way an interpreter appeared and 
prevented bloodshed. I never pass an 
Indian cigar sign that I don’t feel 
rcif'iitment.’ 


“During the civil war Mr. Brad- 
wcil was secretary of the Home De­ 
fense association. 
He 
served 
two 
terms in the state legislature, begin­ 
ning in 1874. 
llis residence is at 
1128 Michigan aveniie.”

Priisident Barnes returned Satur­ 
day and feels confident of an increas­ 
ed attendance 
He has devoted the 
first few da>s of the week in push­ 
ing toward completion the various 
material improvements and changes 
that have b^n made and when the 
college opens the students will find a 
college plant that is in every particu> 
lar modern mid up-to-date and fully 
equal to the demands required in 
these day# of progress and advance­ 
ment. 


For years the heating apparatus of 
the institution has been inadequate. 
Realizing this pressing "need and the 
further fact that each year $500 or 
more has had to be expended in the 
department without apparent results. 
President Barnes determined after 
last year’s exi)erience to install in the 
basement of the Crampton hall build­ 
ing a central heating 
plant 
tliat 
would furnish the comfort imperative 
during the winter months. As a re­ 
sult, the basement in Crampti>n hall 
has been lowered in certain places 
some four feet and the foundation 
find cellar part ition walls lowered pro­ 
portionately where necessary. I beams 
have also been put in place where 
needed and two large tubular boilers 
with suifieient capacty to heat tlfe 
■nrire seven buildings on the Kill will 
si-.on be x>ut in position, 
Arrange- 
nents hitve also been nmde for more 
boiler room should occasion require 
jind ample coal space provided with a 
siiiall track with car running to ash 
bin. 
This improvemenfc is not eoih- 
pleted, but will l>e ready for use by 
cold weather. 


The inside of all the buildings have 
recevcd more or less attenton and 
present a neat and attractive appear- 
iuicc as the result of paper and paint. 


Tho greatest changes made have 
been in the Whipple building, which 
has been repainted throughout, re- 
roofed and a porcii added on the east 
entrance, which will be enclosed dur­ 
ing the winter. The wdod.j>anels of 
the doors of the College avenue en­ 
trance liave been taken out and glass 
put in their place which is a great 
improvement in the matter of light­ 
ing the main hall way. 
The small 
south west room has been fitted up as 
a girl’s waiting room and the room 
above will be used as the offiiee of 
the principal. Between this room and 
the study hall, part of the partition 
has been removed and a window set in 
which affords -the principal a full 
view of tlie hall without leaving his 
office. Tho study hall presents a very 
attractive 
appearance. 
The

wooden brackets havii been painted 
white, while the mde walls are of 
dark green color with the ceiling in 
the lightest sliade of green.

the recitation rooms down stairs and

The building is^ in every respect in 
first class conditioti tftid is well adajit- 
ed to- the purposes for which it is 
used. 


It bas ever been the purpose of Presi­ 
dent Barnes to h a v e. Crampton hall ,the 
student«' home, neat and attractive, and 
with this idea in mind «the rooms and 
hallw ays have been repapered and re­ 
painted.' The w alls and ceilingr of the 
dormitory are done in colonial yellow, 
vr^th the w ood . work in dark red. 
The 
south hall has been reserved exclu^ilvely 
for college students and the north hall will 
be available for Whipple students. 


Few chancres have been mad« in Sturte- 
vant hall, as this building has recently 
been rearranged and refurnished.

FENCE LAW. 


A gentleman had occasion recently to 
look up the law regarding fences and 
says that our laws go back first to the 
English .statutes on the subject and the 
prime essence of 
the question 
is the 
fact that the law contemplates requiring 
all men v|ho have live stock to take 
care of it sO that it shall not injure 
any one else. 
For instance; if a man 
does not care to raise an.v lix^e stock he 
is not required to erect any fences against 
his neighbor's .stock, 
the latter beiim 
obliged by faw to see to it that his prop- 
ei^y injures no one. 
Of course, where 
men agree to a. divi.«ion fence, each is 
liable tlien for the condition of his part, 
not otherwise. When stock breaks through 
a reasonably good fence the man dam­ 
aged may hold it until the ow'ner settles. 
It is seldom that any farmer cares to 
get alongr without -stock, so that the^ lav. 
immtioned above would affect few if any 
persons in this section, but it will be news 
to many that such is the law.

L ast week was peculiar so far as weath­ 
er was concerned in Illinoi,s and the re- 
port.s of crop conditions have a varied 
tale to write. The drought in the south 
end of the state continues, but the rainfall 
In the north and centriil portions has been 
bountiful. 
The tem perature was above 
the normal, but the daily range was 
great. 
The crop and climate bulletin of 
the w eather bureau for the week end- 
iïig Sept. 14 was issued tb day and says: 
The drought in the extreme southern 
counties was practically unbroken during 
the w'eek. 
The distribution of rainfall 
varied from light, scattered showers in 
the southern district, to copious rains in 
the extreme northern portion of the state. 
The mean tem perature was slightly above 
the normal, but the daily range was 
great, and the minimum tem peratures 
were rather low: Plowing was suspend­ 
ed in portions of the northern district 
on account of excessive moisture, and in 
the extrem e southern portion the soil 
was too ¡dry and hard. Elsewhere through­ 
out thé state the wo'rk proceeded under 
most favorable conditions, and is nearing 
completion in many localities. 
Seeding 
has begun in all sections. An increased 
acreage of tim othy will be sown in the 
southern countics. 


A general and decided. improvement in 
the condition of corn is reported. While 
its advancement 
was 
somewhat 
slow 
in a few localities of the northern dis­ 
trict, owing to cool .-nights and heavy 
rainfall, and it suffered from lack of 
moisture in the extreme southern, por­ 
tion, it is believed by a great majority 
of correspondents that an excellent crop 
is in pro.spect in all but the extreme south­ 
ern portion of the state, if killing frost 
does not occur before Oct, 1. Some flelds 
have reached m aturity in the southern 
portion, and cutting has begun In a few 
places. 


Considerable damage to cut clover and 
to grain remaining In shock resulted from 
thè heavy rains In the northern portion. 


Pastures are in excellent condition ex­ 
cept in a 'few southern counties; they 
were, revived by showers In th<? north­ 
ern half of the southern district 
The 
yield of broomcorn-and cowpetis is .gen-| 
eraliy disappointing. Potatoes range tronj 
poor to* fair,‘and there-is some complain| 
of rotting in the northern district. Stoc^: 
is reported to be In e x c e llâ t. conditi(Jt. 
In th é -extreme southern tier of counj/es 
the ¿upply of w ater in weìl.«^ and st ick 
ponds Is getting véry lo w .. 


Vineyards are yielding well, and .he 
quality of the g rap esjs excellent. Apjiles

Mr. McCoy wears the bronze but- 
ton, tho insignia of the G. A. R., and 
served during the rebellion as a mem­ 
ber of Co. B, 137th III., enlisting from 
Adams county. 


Miss Bessie McCoy, a daughter of 
Mr. McCoy, is now in China as a 
missionary and w'as in the capital 
during the seige. 
Her family here 
were without communicaton from her 
for over two months and ther anxiety 
can better be imagined than describ­ 
ed. Miss McCoy w^as born in China 
and remained there until 13 years of 
age, when she came to this country 
for her edncation, remaining ten 
years, returning at the end of that 
time to the missionary fields in the 
empire.
